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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Kaninosho clearly teaches at col. 2, 26-68, col. 3, 
lines 1-68, measuring the resistivity of the semiconductor substrate and controlling the suface temperature of the substrate. And, Yoon 
clearly teaches at para. 16, forming an epitaxial layer on the semiconductor substrate. Hence the combination of Kaninosho and Yoon is 
proper. Therefore, it is clearly that the combination of Kaninosho and Yoon meets the doctrine of U.S. Supreme Court in KSR international 
v. Teleflex of "a person of ordinary skill can implement a predictable variation, §1 03 likely bars its patentability". And, it is also clearly that 
the combination of Kanisnosh and Yoon meets the doctrine of U.S. Supreme Court in KSR international v. Teleflex of "If this leads to the 
anticipated success, it is likely the product not of innovation but of ordinary skill and common sense. In that instance the fact that a 
combination was obvious to try might show that it was obvious under §103". 

It is common sense that familiar items may have obvious uses beyond their primary purposes, and a person of ordinary skill often will be 
able to fit the teachings of multiple patents together like pieces of a puzzle. See KSR international v. Teleflex, US Supreme Court, 127
